He begins to Mind- them of their Pri- 
vitedge, with others fucceding, that God 
hathipoken to all ſuch now, by his Son, 
whom he firit {ets before them by his glo+ 
rious-Titles 'of being the brightneſs of the 
-Fathers glory, and the expreſs charaQet 
-of his perſon, and then what he ſhould be 
4n the iſhue of his proceedings, as. Gud 
had decreed both for the things, & times, 
and way; and - means to tulti] them, he 
had appointed him eternally to be heir of 
all rhings in the world : it may be obfer- 
ved, that he might well be ſo, for be had 
made Heaven and Earth ar firſt, v. 16,11, 
1z, yea but that was but his trankent 
a&- before the fall ; but he. hath three 
- great immanent and long continued aQt- 
ings topaſsthrough-in bis Mediatorihip 
ffor ſill the Dominion cf the world is u- 
ſurpedby thePrince of th-Darknels ct it} 
andſo firſt faith the ſzcond Vexſe tarther, 
_ he hath made the worlds, viz. the dadver, 
the ſtates, or (eyeral providential diſpo- 
ſals; as we opened before : | 1,;Of the old 
Wotld. 2. Of the new World. 3, Of the 
World to come, which he ſpeaks of, ch, z, 

5, as we ſhall alfs farther ſhew by Divine 
Afiſtance : and alſo :dly, be by the word 
- of his power upholds all things through all 
thc fe Worlds, viz. the faid 4:ar28, or itares 
ef them z and laſtly purgeth the fins of 
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his Ele@ through them all ( as was faid 
before ) and fo v. 4. and all the chapter 
to the end, and throughout: the 
ſecond, he magnifies C Sonfhip by 
comparing him with the Angels, ſhewing 
how far and in how many reſpe&s the 
ſacred Scripture ſers up this Son. of God 
above the Angels; he had faid femething 
before of his eternal glory for time paſt, 
but here he illuſtrates bis Sonthip for 
time preſent & tb came : wherein we may 
obſerve. trom Scripture ground that di- 
ſtiaRion of the learned, of Chrilts being 
eternally abye ite tne, or the wildome 
in the boſome of the Father, and- xeyte 
Togig mc, the word revealed or maniteit= 
ed in the fleſh to be the Son of Gody-in 
whoſe face ( as being made fleſh, and fo 
God-man in one perfon (as ſaith our A- 
poſtle ) all the Fathers glory is maniteſt, 
2 Cor,' 3. 6, & Foby'1, 12, and fohe is 
the Fathers only begotten Son at his con- 
ception, when the Holy Ghoſt overſha- 
dowed the blefſed Virgin upon her Faith 
of the Angels Mcflage at his holy concep- 
tion, Lake 1. and when the fame f{pirit of 
holineſs with power raiſed him from the 
the Dead;'Rom.” ,4, Pſal. 2. As 1;. and 
ſo he is called his fir;t begotten from: the 
Dead, Rev. 1.5. for Scripture only ſpeaks 
of his being the Son of God, only» in re- 
terence to ſome Divine Manifeſtation to 
be made 1m time towards his humane na- 
ture, whereby God maniteſts- and owns 
him to be his Son ; as he was firft cter- 
yally decr:ed, or Propherically declared 
ſo to be, bar no otherwiſe; . and fo 
at. his Baptiſmey, Matthew 3,” and at his 
Transfguration, Mat. 17: at his Aſcent - 
tion as he prayed, Fohw 17. to have 
as. 'the Fathcrs Soh his former glory 
which he had Oc, fo when the Spirit! 
hira into the Wilderneſs to be tempred of 
the | [zevi), he brought him to that trya], 
If thou -be the Son of God, Vc: Mar. 4. 
And arhis Death Gods power was ſo ma- 
niteſt towards him, that the very Centu- 
rion at that diſcouraging ſtate ſtrongly al- 
ſerts ir, Truly ( ſanth he) this: was whe 
Son of God : "And our Apoſtle here adds 
| one 


one more to cone, which is the greateſt, the 
moſt glorious, and jous accompliſhment 
of the- end of all others before in the wotld : 
when he thall be brought again into that 
world to come [ X. B. ] which ſhall, as he 
there ſhews, not be ſubje& to Angels, but to 
the Son of God: ſo gloriouſly then above all 
other times before, to manifeſt him to be the 
Son of God, ad his heir of all rbings, 2s ap- 

inted for that time and (late, as his Firit- 
betas, higher than rhe Kings of the Earth, 
Pſalm 89. 27. as we thall arther ſhew, as 
Chriſts Revelation Explication manilcſts from 
<. 2.5, And our Apoſtle from v. 4, having 
laid down many glorious Teſtimoniss of holy 
Scriptace for that great Title of Son,v. 57a0d 
of his comeing to take his Kingdome art his 
ſecond comes &, 6. from Dan 7. \3, 14. 
and of his Kingly Dignity, v. 8. when Angels 
are his Miniſtring Spirits,” v, 7. bur then at 
his ſaid comeing again, his Divine Throne 
which he ſhall then fit upon, as -the Son of 
David will thep glorioufly manitcſt alſo that 
he is the Son of God, in thar it will be ro the 
end cf the world, being then crdered by his 
Scepter of R ighteouſnels, as Eſa. 9. as is ex” 
plained v. 9. and the firſt Foundation he laid, 
for this Kingdom? was his creating Heaven 
and &arit, ov. 10, and as hemade them, he 
will all ciffolye them in his time, v. ir, 12. 
with F-vy. 20, 11. but in the laſt place, Gods 
ſpirit dir-Qs kim, v.12. after his Divine man- 
ner, to poi; out the time of his ſaid Inheri- 
rance and Kingdcme before ſpoken ot, v. 2, 6, 
$, and tha: from that great Oracle, Pſ.i 10.1, 
( (6 oftct: repeated in the New Teſtament ) 
ſhewing it will be at the end of hisfirting 
there, which is at his ſecon4 comeing, or 
when be brings him again into the world, ©.6, 
and inch.10,1 3, until then ( as he ſhews ) he 
fits expeCing the ſame till thag time his toes 
ſhall be made his footſtool ; and c, 2, after 
he had warncd them of hearing God ſpeaking 
by his Son, v.1, 2, 2, 4. as hedoth again to- 
wards the end of the Epiſtle, c<. 12. 25. he 
proceegs to ſhew the preheminence of Chrilt 


in the world to come, which is.to begin then, 


when God ſhall bring his Son again inro the 
werld, as he, proved betore from Pſol. g7. 
which Pſ.foretcls that tim? & ſtate, and ſhews 
then will be the warld he there ſpeaks of, aud 
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tells them, it was not to be ſubje@ unto An- 
gek, but muſt be to the Son of God, <2, v. 
5,6, 7, Sc. andto that ' then! adds a 
= Teſtimony from Pſa}, 8. 4: excellently! 
re explained, 'v. 5, 7, $.'where he'1eaches 
that the Creation at firſt (fince defaced by” 
mans fa}}, and Satans Uſurpation and wick- 
edneſs of Men) which Chriſt had undertaken 
to reſcue from hjs Tyranny for himſelf and 
thoſe which the Father bad” given bim ; for 
which cauſe he was made for a little time Jow- 
er thau the Angels, and had made the pur. 
chaſe of rhe worid anew, which after he was 
to pollets ; but firſt he muſt gb to the high 
Court of Heayen to be Parity put into 
poſieſſion in due time, and then to return fas 
I nke 19.9 to take his ſaid Inheritance; King- 
dom & polle/Tion, when it is made fit for him 
at the Renovation of all things, yea for him 
and bis $1ints in that time and ſtate here ſpo- 
ken ot, as 'the ae cxprebsly ſaith,v. d. we 
do not yet lee all things put under him : but 
our Sayiours Revelation Key, in the four kaft 
chapters, gives an excellent accaunt of that 
time, and Godgway of performing them ; and 
opens alkthoſe things ('it men would humbly 
and conſcientiouſly attend te it+) which I 
well ( through Divine Grace ſti}l more and 
more hnd doth ftrong]y refolye a}l fuch things 
above a!l that man can ſay to the contrary ) 
and fo as I am wel}, from bis word and holy 
Spirit, aflured, he,will make g60d-+ before 
lung time paſs : Now that this world to-come 
is lo be taken ( beſides what was before" ſajd } 
all fy leading to ir,-as by Geds Spirit fo D+«. 
vinely ordered : note farth:r, v 5. itis 1. tiled 
wxeuin, an babitable world :- and 2dh, it-is 
ipoken of robe when God rings bis Son again 
viz rhe ſecond time intv the world, v. 6, 
m4 the Adverb there is joyned with the Verb, 
and dwy #ipoints it out to be a ſpecial Jiftin 
time and matter he ſpeaks of, though 216 a- 
nother proof of kis Divine yonthip-—beetuſe 
then at his ſecond cumting ah the Angels 
muit Worthip bim, ar it is as was Prophetied 
of before, Pal.

Chriſts ſecond comeing z of which, much 
more might be ſaid, but this is to me above 
all, I am ſure Chrilt explains all theſe in this 
ſence in the Revelation, as our two laſt books 
( if rightly -underſtood ) do manaifelt : I 
to have of many things more 
in this Epi tle ſo o:dered by Chritts holy 
Spirit, as I ſind them to this purpoſe, as in" 
< 11, many things of the ſufferers and Cove- 
nants to Abraham, Iſaac, Fob, and others 3 
but we- have ſpoken of them partly in our 
Ky, p:7;8,9,&c and in eur ſaid laſt Books : 
and of the Communion in the New Teſta- 
ment ſtate then, ch, 12, which alſo we ſpoke 
of ia the ſaid Books, and more in our Tract on 
Fer, 3-17. and becauſe we have but a ſhort 
IntroduRtion in hand to our intended ſhort 
Scheme (if God will ) we will be farisfied 
with thus much at preſent to our preſent pur- 
poſe, The like expoſition I have He Chriſts 
Revelation, of what St, Pawl ſaith of Chriſts 
- firſt comeing, and the firſt ReſurreQion of the 
Saints, 1 Cor.15, afrer he had riſen above 1600 
years before, as their firſt fruits, ro ſanRihe 
and effe&t their Reſurre&ion afterwards at 
his (econd comeing, v. 23. and ( «'m deinde 
intends 1000 years after (as Chriſt eacherh) 
ſhall be the end, which will be when he ſhall 
have put down all Rule and Authority and 
Power, that is chiefly ( as Scripture witneſ- 
ſeth ) Exekiels Gog and Magog, and ſhut up 
Satan in the bottomleſs pit for 1 000 years ; 
and after that deſtroy the laſt Gog and Ma- 
gog, Rev. 20.8, 9, and caſt the Devil into 
the lake of Fire, and the laſt Enemy, Death, 
will be deſtroyed, with the Author of it, the 
f&rſt Soul Mur;herer, and fin the cffe& of his 
wickedneſs, and alſo the matter for death to 
work upon will.be taken away, which are the 
deſtroying of death, ( none remaining from 
thence in the world in the natural lite ) but 
after the ſaid :008 years ſhall be that Miſte- 
ry of the g:neral Rapture, which he ſpeaks of, 
wv. 51, 52. atthe lai Trump ; at his defcen- 
ding with a ſhout (Cavallo the ſame Apoltl® 
ſpokes Y-at his laſt comeing ( which [ believe 
rom the ſame warrant J he ſpeaks of, 1 Theſ- 
4. 15,45, &c, as diſtinguiſhing his bringj 
with him all that leep in Jeſus, which he h 
called the appearance of -Chriſt with all his 
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Saints before, ch. 3, alt. from this laſt, when . 


theſe dead in Chriſt ( viz, all that departed 
in. 4090 years before ) ſhall riſe firſt then, 
that is, before the wicked at the laſt Trump 
then : both which ſorts are theſe our Sayiour 
calls the reſt of the dead that roſe net till 
100 years after, or till the 1000 years were 
fniſhed, v.5. the firſt ſaid ReſurreRion of the 
Saints is Kev, 20. 4, 5. ( as Chriſt there ex- 
atly diſtinguiſketh both of them ) and rhis 
inay be obſerved by humble and cenſcientious 
ſeekers to be reſolved : which Reſolutions of 
theſe Texts I do upon good /grounds believe 
ſhortly will be approved by Chrif himſelf ar | 
his comeing, and how matchleſs a Reſolver 
that Revelation ( io called ) with a witneſs 
is, (and in ſome things. with Daniel ao 
ſuch as rightly ſeek by it as they ought, ! 
doubt aog but may more and, more by their 
own Experience had , and in the interim 
{ after all preſent gainſayings ) yer with de. 
clared willingneſs to give a Chriſtian-like ac. 
count to all {-rious perſons, Fc, ) I bleſfsand 

nifie the holy name of God my heavenly 
Father in Chrit my gracious & merciful Re- 
deemer, & of the Lord theSpirit my SanRiber 
& Teacher ( to niy great comfort and ſatif- 
faction) of theſe and many like Divine 
Truths( couched as he hath been pleaſed tola 
them down in his holy Word ) & for others 4 
only here pray, ſaying, Blefied and Holy Tri- 
nity of Perſons! in the Unity of the Di- 
vine Eflence 3 open the eyes of thy faith- 
ful ſervants in” theſe times, to under. 
ſtand the holy Scriptures reſpeRing that ſaid 
world to come, at Chrilts ſecond comeing, as 
our blefſcd Saviour after his ReſurreQion 0+ 
pened his Diſciples underitandings, Luke 24. 
45. then to {ee the things before, and- at his 
firſt comeing, and . eſpecially reſpeRing his 
Death and RefurreQion, then newly paſt, 
&c, Amen.
